F BUYERS WANT a spool of thread, a pound 


of butter, a few nails, or even a board or two 
to finish a job, they are indignation personified if 
the local merchant or dealer is unable to- supply 
their immediate wants, and they generally fail to 
ask themsélves why their wants cannot be catere 
to completely. ; 

The answer simply is that if they persist in 
buying the major portion of certain of theif wants 
through the mail order house, or otherwise than 
locally the local, merchant cannot in fairness 
afford to carry the stock. 
this buyer's policy is carried to-its logical con- 
clusion is, that some local merchant closes ‘his 
doors, and if, as has happened, that merchant 
happens to be the only one-of his kind in, | that 
community, then the community Joses. the. service 
he has been providing, and whether he likes itor 
not, the buyer must make his purchases at distant 
points and mostly at great inconvenience to him- 
self. 

It is then, and only then, that be begins to 
realize the folly of his past practices. It is: un- 
neccessary to give particular cases. They are 
legion. But we know of-one case where a large 
building ha constructed not-a-million-miles'from 

‘the lumber “imported.” Before the 
building could be properly completed, it was 
found that the buyers were short half a dozen 
boards. Where did they go to buy them? Well 
they did not go 100 miles for them. But how thev 
managed to screw up enough courage to make the 
purchase locally is-hard to imagine.
